TlieCommiHaloiier Charges Collusion 


on tlie Part of Minister Stevens 


and tlie Revolutionists. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 20. — The 


publication of Blount's Hawaiian report 
this morning does not seem to have dis- 
concerted the state department particu- 
larly. It contains little aside from what 
WIIB Hummamed and indicated in Gresh- 
ain's letter to the President. Gresham 
declines <to talk about it. It is inti- 
mated the' report was stolen from thg 
government printing ofHce, where it was 
put hi type Saturday night. Hawaiian 
. Minister Thurston was in consultation 
with Gresham this morning, presumably 
by invitation. 


In bis report Jilount reviews the his- 


torv ;uid causes of the revolution in a 
manner favorable to the royalistg. He 
says : "My instructions directed me to 
make inquiries which in tlie interest of 
candor and truth could not bo done 
when tlie minds of thousands of Ha- 
waiian citizens were full of uncertainty 
us to what tlie presence of American 
troops, tliu American Hag and an Amer- 
ican protectorate implied. 
It seemed 


necessary all these influences must be 
withdrawn before inquiries could bo 
prosecuted in u manner befitting the 
dignity and power of the United States. 
Inspired with such feelings and confi- 
dent no disorder would ensue, I directed 
tlie removal of the American (lag from 
tbc government building and the return 
of the American troons to their vessels. 
Tli is was accomplished without demon- 
stration of joy or grief on the part of the 
populace." 


Blount shows it a collusion on the 


part of the minister and the revolution- 
ists. He JIOCB into the details of the 
matter and points out by time and place 
the haste with which Stevens acted and 
by quoting from Stevens' report and 
papers on lile at the legation declares 
the minister misrepresented the revo- 
lution to the United States government, 
lie points out the lack of harmony in 
the at'itornunts and criticises Stevens, 
saying "Stevens consulted freely with 
the loaders of the revolutionary move- 
ment from the evening of the 14th.

THE ENGLISH STORM 


Increases in Fury 
and Causes 


Much Suffering. 


LONDON, November 20.— The gale in 


the English channel renewed with fury 
today, and all boats running between 
Calais and Dover are storm bound. 
Vessels arriving at Dover report most 
fearful weather in the channel and 
North sea. Disasters and fatalities are 
reported on all sides, and distressed ves- 
sels are seen off every part of the coast. 


The storm is also continuing havoc in- 


land and tho railroads are blocked with 
BUOW. In one place a train is m a 20- 
foot bank of snow, and a gang of 100 
men with a snow plow have been at 
work all day trying to release it.

Robinson. 


IE SAYS JTAIWOW SHOT KITST 


umo Facts That Disprove This. 


Robinson Sinking1 


Slowly. 


Charles Robinson, tho alayerof Wil- 
am Farrow, has been sinking steadily 
ie past few days. On Sunday his cou- 
ition became such that it was per- 
eived that he could not survive his 
•ounds much longer, 
llobinson also felt his end was near, 
nd made a statement to Bob Rader, the 
ospltal steward, concerning the shooting 
[ Farrow. He afterwards expressed tlie 
esire to make a. formal statement to 
ie district attorney, and Assistant 
lark Walser, accompanied by Deputy 
ccriff L. 1*. Timmins, drove out to the 
toapitiil to take it down. 


Mr. Walser wrote down the declara- 
on as Kobinfcon gave it, asking a ques- 
1011 now and then. Dr. J. L. Maupin 
nd Deputy Sheriff Timmins witnessed 
ie document. Robinson's statement is 
s follows: 


IIOIIIXSOX'K .STORY. 


"My name is Charles Robinson, and 
in (it) years old. I have been in the 
Late forty years and have resided at 
ifferent places. I have worked at inin- 
ng, prospecting and lialiing, I have 
jKp.ii in this countr for about three 
ears, following peddling and fishing. 
"The first time 1 ever eaw Farrow was 
i night or two before the shooting, 
lobson was with me. 
Farrow had a 


nitty fellow and a boy along with him. 
"The night we came in the people 
ear where we were camping told, me 
liat we had better go away us there was 
. warrant for us. The next morning we 
litohcd up and started awav, intending 
o go to our fishing grounds on the 
loughs, 
liubeon was driving a two- 


lorse spring wagon, with the boat in it. 
was following him, driving a single- 
loray wagon. 


"We had got a mile or two on our way 


vhon the officers overtook us. Farrow, 
ho man 1 call the craay fellow, and the 
otlicur were in a wagon together. They 


rove up and headed us off. 
The oflicnr 


aid ho had a warrant for us — two war- 
ante, one for putty larceny for taking a 
tovo and the other for drawing a re- 
•olver on that crasiy fellow. The olllcor 
vantcd us to come back, and wanted to 
ret in tho wagon with mo. I told him 
lot to gel in, but lo go back, as 1 did 
lot want to hurt him or to shoot him. 
lo fiaid nothing, but jumped back and 
[row his pistol. I mado no move to 
Iruw tit) my pistol, but had it in my 
mud when he pulled his. 


"Then he fired at me twice. Ho was 


on the left hand side when he fired the 
Irst shot, and then jumped around to 
tlie other side and Urud tnu second shot. 
These were both shot before 1 tired, and 
x>th 
bullets 'went past 
my head, 


as 1 
had 
my head outeido 
tin 


;ovcr looking for him. Then I shot at 
liiu. To tho host of my judgment ho 
allot at me until his pistol was empty, 
and then 1 eaw no more of him. He dis- 
appeared all at oncu. 1 shot three or 
our shots at him. The alike r did not 
hit me with any of his shots. 


"During the fight between tho officer 


and tuvself, Farrow was still sitting in 
his wagon ahead of UB. The eimy fel- 
ow had gone. While 1 was fighting 
with liiu uiiieer- 1 got two fthota from u 
rifle held by Farrow. 1 did not expect 
trouble from him. I saw him raise up 
the rifle, saw tho smoke come from il 
md felt tlie bullets strike mo, and 1 
cno\v it was Farrow who shot mo iu- 
n stead of the officer. 


"When Farrow 
iired 
tho 
horfiCf 


,urncd around and upset him. I ilk 
not fire at Farrow while ho was in tho 
Vagon. Ho was alongside of his upset 
wagon and the horecs'were struggling t( 
;etaway. lie held on to his rillo ant 
.hen I fired at him two or three shots, 
flow many shots I fired at him 1 could 
not say — may be three, or four, or five 
imots. My horso stood still during al 
the fight. I got out of the wagon. Fart 
row was somewhere between forty and 
sixty feet from me. 


"I took my rille. The other mm 


drove off. 
1 rode with him a piece. We 


met some people. They fiaid, 'Don't go 
down that way; there might bo more 
shooting.' 


"1 felt that I was gone. I got out o 


the wagon and went out in the brush, 
took my rille and pistol with me. Thci 
the ollicera came, three or four of them 
and 1 pave up. 
"I don't remember whether I aho 


Farrow after I got out of the wagon, 
don't recollect Farrow's having ncggct 
me not to shoot him. 


"About the stove. Wo took the crazy 


fellow out to the slough. He inisiopre 
scnted everything. 
I paid for some 


things the seine required. This was the 
first commencement of the trouble. 


"One day ho came up packing up thr* 


stove. It was worthless. I don't know 
where he got it or what ho did with it 
That ia a mistake. I do know where he 
got it, but not what he did with it. 


"Tho boat belongs to a young man 


about one-half milu below tnc radroa< 
bridge near Herndon. 


"1 make this statement voluntarily 


realizing my condition, and what I have 
herein stute'd is the whole truth. 


"Ilobsou did no shooting.

CONFLICTING CIRCUM STANCES. 


The particulars of the shooting as 


given by Robinson do not tally at all 
with tho circumstances discovered by tho 
authorities, who believe Robinson has 
not told the truth. 
There was no evidence at all that Far- 


row's Winchester had been fired; in 
fact, everything tended to prove that it 
was not used. When found Itcontained 
no emptv shells, showed no fresh pow- 
der Btiii'na, and bad two unesploded 
cnrtridifUH in the magazine. 
That Farrow held on to the ritle after 


the wnuon upset is also unsupported 
bv facts. It was tho overturning of the 
w'agou which resulted in breaking the 
breech off of the rifle, making it impos- 
sible for Farrow to use it. 


Robinson first stated he had not shol 


Farrow nfter he, Tiobineon, got out o 
the wagon, but the powder marks on 


'arrow's face prove differently. Being 
uestioned on this point bv Mr. Walser, 
ie said he did not remember whether 
e did shoot Farrow then. 


AX Ol'KltATlON. 


After Robinson had made his aute- 
lortein statement an operation was 
uide on the wound in iiiu stomach in 
he lope of giving him some relief.

J. D. Hobson, who was arrested as 
tobinson's accomplice, is still in jail, 
lo denies that he did any shooting, and 
tobinson's statement substantiates this. 
The only person who says Hobson shot 
s John Ballogh, who was with Farrow 
and Deputy Constable Henry when the 
ncounter took place. Itallogb did not 
estify at tho coroner's -inquest.

EVOLUTION OF MONEY. 


The Nation's Wealth tts the Basis 


of Circulation. 


EIMTOU REI-UIIUCAS:— Perhaps an ex- 


amination of the two propositions for 
securing n currency — v'y/,,, the specie 
basis and the property and national 
msin, may throw some additional light 
on the subject. 


The specie basis as it has existed, and 


is it is proposed to continue it, as in- 
lexcd lately by the bill submitted by 
Springer of Illinois to amend present 
•ugulations, is based on the ground of a 
•eservo or security for outstanding cir- 
culation of 
about one-fifth of 
eiiul 


amount in specie; or, in other words, 
t ie proposition in to jeopardise tho out- 
standing money by the fact that should 
, ie people at any time desire to realize 
on their paper, they could only get 
ibout one dollar in live for what thev 
icld of paper. If this is not a clear bid 
'or keeping credit in an unsettled state, 
L can't read or understand tho law of 
cause and effect. That my statement is 
correct is proved by all past IISIIKO, both 
under atute and all other regulations, 
for money issue. Under state banking 
the reserve is purported to be generally 
iboul one-third in specie, hut the people 
lost nearly all their money just tho 
game. 


Sonic one may ask why the reserve in 


specie is not made larger or equal to tbu 
insuc of palter? Tho reason is that that 
a impossible, ae there is not uuougl 
specie to do it with, or there ia always a 
demand for from three to five times as 
much paper us we have of Hpi-cio to 
meet the wants of trade. Hence, ii 
order to havo specie redemption or se- 
curity, wo have to allow a guarantee o 
onlv about one-llflti of its value; or, in 
other words, they propone to do busi- 
ness on a basis of inflation of about five 
times tho worth of tho security. Tliii 
Is the great (?) wise and time honorei 
fivslein that our very astute (?) Btatcs- 
nien toll us was divinely established 
and which, we suppaae, was to keep UB 
>oor and ignorant so wo would submit 
to tlie shambles of the sharper, that lit 
might make us labor for him first, urn 
i we have any left, may UHO It on our 
families; or, by which he leads us aa 
stupid asses and makes us catch drift- 
wood on the shores for him. 
•:-Let us now examine for awhile tho 
other proposition, viz., to make the 
wealth of the nation tho basis of a cir- 
culating money. In this case, instead 
of only a one-fifth guarantee of ^pay- 
ment, we have the entire wealth of the 
nation at at its bwirk : or. allnwing thai 
in ibis relation wo need $3,000,000,000 
for circulation, we then have to guaran- 
tee this $1)0,000,000,000 or more to re- 
deem it. Thus it is seen, instead o 
only one-fifth of a guarantee, we have 
$20 of deposits to pay each outstanding 
dollar. 
How, which of these two propo- 


sitions is honest with the public' 
Which one proposes to make that hon- 
est dollar we hear so much said about' 
Is it the one thatoffcrsan unimpeachable 
security or one that holds the possessor 
in uncertainty? 


The proposition may bo made plainer 


as to its nature by considering tho na 
tion as a great corporation in managing 
the currency issue and supply. Eacl 
citizen would then hold stock to the ex- 
tent of ilia wealth, and as such wouli 
be entitled to such amount of issue 
thereon as was considered cafe by the 
minority of holders. The fact that tins 
Js the real aim in forming government 
and that each member is subject to tax 
ation to keep good all losses and ox 
pen sos of public management, and to 
support armies of defence, pay pensions 
etc., certainly pretty clearly entitles tin- 
subject to some benefits for this service 
rendered ; and wo think ho should bu 
after paying all this out for the public 
and get his currency when he nefidec 
it, at a low or reasonable rate, withoir 
uwing a shark to make him pay for the 
privilege a high rate of interest, or evei 
lo have to go to some foreign counln 
and pay it interest that should bo kept 
at home. 
Taxpayers do a good deal of "higl 


kicking 
(this applies to men only 


about the amount they have to pay aw 
tbc uses made of it. This, perhaps, ii 
quite proper, but 1 have often wonderet 
why they were so incapable about ace- 
ing where it went to. They flco mount 
nine in tho waste in their local expendi- 
ture — and it is no doubt too high — 
which leaves nearly every dollar wit! 
the community, but fail to see the los 
of $200,000,000 annually of interest pail 
foreign countries for really nothing, and 
the $800,000,000 annual tribute of inter 
eat and rent paid to non-producers. Tax 
payers will find the study of this new 
money theory very important to them 
as they will readily see that it alone wil 
give them any very material relief.

The story of Calhorimi'u purchase o. 


Diderot's library is interesting. It ii 
crediUthlc to her tact and her jrenerosity. 
Diderot nameil £15,UuO iis t'tm priee of 
bis library. 
Catherine II offered him 


£10,000 and named as a condition of tho 
bargain that her purchase should remain 
with Diderot until bis death. Thus Did- 
erot, without leaving Paris, became 
Catherine's librarian in bis own library. 
As her librarian ho was given a yearly 
salary of £1,000. 


Ono year Ibis salary v.-as not paid. 


Then Catherine wrote to her librarian 
that she could not have him or her li- 
brary smTcr through tho negligence of a 
treasurer's clerk, and that she should 
send him tbo sum that she had set aside 
for the care and increase of her library 
for CO years. At the cud of that period 
she would malto new arrangements. A 
check for £35,000 accompanied this let- 
tor.—Youth's Companion.
